CITATION 

CommandantRaj Kumar Vishwakarma(0147-J)joined the Indian Coast Guard on26Januaty 1986. 

2 On 18 May 2010, the Bay of Bengal was hit by the cyclone 'Laila' and 3 Indian fishing boats were standee! 
about 230 Nm from Port Blair in mid ocean requiring immediate rescue assistance. On receipt of information e 
Indian Coast Guard Ship Varad was directed to proceed fast and render the assistance Allboats alongwitht eir 
crew were rescued and brought safely to Port Blair by the ship under the command of the officer On July 2010, 
ICGS Varad was deployed for recovery of 10 crew of the sinking vessel Dhara-III, rescued by another Sn 
Lankan Fishing Vessel Tharusha-I which was operating in the vicinity. The approximate position of the Sn Lankan 
fishing vessel was 300 Nm west of Port Blair. The sea conditions were very roughtastheSW monsoonrvas at its 
peak. The ship arrived at the boat's position in the mid-night. In the extremely adverse sea conditions, all 10 crew 
of sunken vessel Dhara-ffl were safely taken onboard and were provided immediate medical assistance. 

3 Due to increased poaching activity by Myanmarese poachers, the ship was tasked for anti poaching 
operation in the Northern Group of Islands. The officer meticulously analysed and appreciated the intelligence 

inputs and made a foolproofplan to apprehend the poachers. While on patrol on 27 Sep 10at2150hrs, es p 

sighted on unlit vessel. On getting close, it was identified as aMyanmarese poaching boat. The boat alongwith 
crew was apprehended at 2241 hrs on 27 Sep 10, Further, at 2300 hrs 02 more boats were sighted in the area 
and the ship changed its course to intercept the boats. In a similar fashion, two more Myanmarese boats were 
apprehended at about 0340 hrs on 28 Sep 10. All 05 boats alongwith 49 crew were handed over to the local 
Pol ice for further investigation on 28 Sep 10. The officer constantly stood as a pillar of strength and acted as a role 
model during all operations which also included providing timely assistance for safe rescue of 26 lives and a Naval 
ship in distress in a midnight operation which lasted from 2230-0430 hrs. 

4. Commandant Raj Kumar Vishwakarma (0147-J) has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded 
the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

1992. 

2. On 03 June 2010, Indian Coast Guard Ship (ICGS) Aruna Asaf Ali entered Diglipur Harbour for Operation 
Turn Round However, the ship was sailed with dispatch for undertaking an anti poaching operation. As C hie 
Boatswainmate, the Subordinate Officer (SO) prepared the ship for sailing at immediate notice On reaching; the 
area, he volunteered for additional lookout duties and remained active on the bridge. During the conducted this

as poachers could have taken advantage of dark night to flee the area. 

3 . The SO jumped into the sea disregarding his own safety. He swam across to the boat, embarked the 
dangerously rolling boat amid hostile behaviour of the Myanmarese poachers and thereafter overpowere t e 
Master. He himself acted as Coxswain and brought the boat alongside the ship safely. Due to his extraordinary 
courage and quick reaction, the poachers could not escape. The courage shown by the SO as a boarding team 
leader was instrumental in the success of the operation. The SO further coordinated handing over of maritime 
defaulters and approx 1500 Kg of Sea Shells to the police. 

4. PRD Balan also proved his courage and potential when the ship was deployed for Search & Rescue of 
two fishermen off East Island during South West monsoon. The SO led the team and retrieved die two fishermen 
found stranded "off Laying Rocks" with their badly damaged boat. Despite huge waves breaking m the area, the 
SO climbed the rocks disregarding great risk to his own life and saved two lives at sea in extremely adverse 

weather conditions.
